Laurel’s Last Chase 
Captured Handily 
By Pine Tag 


25-Day Meeting Closed

The final steeplechase at Laurel's 
25-day meeting, which closed’ on 
Wednesday, October 31, attracted 7 
starters of which W. G. Jones’ home- 
bred 4-year-old Pine Tag proved the 
ablest that day by negotiating the

Judge’s Bid and what remained of 
the field across the finish line with 
a convincing margin of victory. The 
favorite, D. RB. sarrows’ veteran 
mare Quakerstreet, who defeated 
Pine Tag among others in their pre- 
vious outing together but five days 
earlier, came to grief with her rid- 
er, Mr. E. H. Bennett when in com- 
mand of the field and five fences 
from home. 


Pine Tag and Judge's Bid shared 
the second choice odds in the bet- 
ting and carried equal weights, 143, 
while Quakerstreet was asked to 
tote 147. Jockey Clements who had 
the mount on Pine Tag’ kept his 
charge back of the van under some 
restraint as the field went away be- 
hind the early pacemaking of Wal- 
ter Wickes’ Scurry Along. Mr. Ben- 
nett allowed Quakerstreet to force 
the pace for the opening mile, until 
Scurry Along faltered in his front- 
running position, and then let her 
take over the lead. Meanwhile Pine 
Tag was moving up and when the 
mare went to the front he too was 
within striking distance of Scurry 
Along. 


Quakerstreet had made a_ bobble 
at the 4th fence, recovered suffici- 
ently quickly to continue in her posi- 
tion, but at the 10th was less for- 
tunate and went crashing. Brook- 
meade Stable’s Danny Deever, who 
had been well back in the running, 
unseated his rider at the same fence, 
thus reducing the number of conten- 
ders to five. At this point, Pine Tag, 
who had overhauled the tiring 
Scurry Along, went easily to the 
front and opened up a good lead 
Judge's Bid had been trailing for 
the first turn of the course, but re- 
sponded so readily to Jockey King’s 
urging in the last half that, as they 
accomplished the final fence and 
headed for home, he was only two 
lengths off Pine Tag. The latter 
managed to maintain that margin to 
the finish, however, while Judge's 
Bid took the place by about twenty 
lengths from D. Haslup’s Playdema, 
who in turn was another fifteen be- 
fore Mrs. R. H. Clemson’s Suspect 
with Scurry Along trailing in a dis 
tant last.

Frost Trained 
Don Roberto 
Graduates 


Middleburg trainer Henry W. 
Frost, Jr., whose recent successes 
have been at the hunt meetings, in- 
vaded Pimlico ‘chasing again with 
honors last Monday, November 4, 
when the California-bred Don Rober- 
to, from his stable and flying the 
canary and royal blue silks of Mrs 
William P. Roth, returned to grad- 
uate from the ranks of maidens in 
the 2 mile special weight affair that 
was the third brush event to be card- 
ed since the Baltimore track opened 
last Friday. The 7-year-old Manager 
Waite gelding, having commanded 
his field for most of the 2 miles, led 
S. Bryce Wing's Balk across the line 
with five lengths to spare, while 
Charles Pierce’s Frantz Wilhelm and 
Rokeby Stable’s East Liberty, the 
only others to complete the course, 
followed in distantly by turns. 

The race called for maiden 3- 
year-olds and upwards and brought 
out 7 starters with Montpelier’s War 
Lance the favorite under the light 
impost of 135 pounds. Don Roberto 
carried 140 while Frantz Wilhelm 
toted topweight of 150. Balk, 144, 
and Don Roberto provided the com- 
petition throughout with the former 
tuking the lead as they were sent 
away from the post. Jockey Brooks, 
who had the mount on Don Roberto, 
elected to contest the pace after the 
first several fences then the two rac- 
ed along practically head and head 
with Don Roberto emerging the

The first to be eliminated was C., 
Wilson's Flaming Petee, 5-year-old

Challedon Boosts 
Earnings $10,000 
With The Special 


This year’s running of the Pimlico 
Special proved just an easy way of 
adding a cool $10,000 to the steadily 
rising earnings of Maryland’s fav- 
orite son, for with not a single one 
of the original six others invited, 
willing to contest this classic issue 
last Friday, November 1, and only 
the latecomer Can't Wait on hand 
to make it a race, Challedon had not 
even to maintain his top form to 
breeze the mile and 3-16 unextend- 
ed before the game, but overmatch- 
ed Californian. His time, 2.03 1-5, 
though accomplished on a_— slow 
track in showery weather, was not 
only the slowest yet recorded in the 
four runnings of the Special, but 
was some 2 2-5 seconds slower than 
that turned in over the same dis- 
tance at the same track when he 
made his famous triumph in the 
Preakness as a 3-year-old under far 
muddier conditions. 

Though he is thus the only horse 
yet to have won the Special twice 
running, perhaps the leading distin- 
ction gained by his latest perfor- 
mance is the fact that it puts the 4- 
year-old son of *Challenger II— 
Laura Gal a notch higher on the 
list of the leading money-winning 
horses in America, for he is now 5th 
on this list that contains the only 
seven horses in the history of U. S. 
racing who have won $300,000 or 
more. They are: Seabiscuit, $437,- 
730: Sun Beau, $376,744; Kqui- 
poise, $238.610; Gallant Fox, $328,- 
165; Challedon, $322,860; Zev, 
$313,639; Mate, $301,810.

There’s a hilltop in the Headley 
country over which, it seems, most of 
our straight-necked foxes pass when 
pressed by hounds. It appeared to 
be a sort of junction where all lines 
cross and it’s a terminal at which 
foxes make their turns. In fact, the 
Chapman-Kreager Knob is to far- 
roaming Reynard the very center of 
his axis of strategy. And no grand 
strategist in the history of war on 
land or sea ever understood more 
thoroughly the importance of lines 
of communication in respect to the 
topography of the country than 
these red brushed skirmishers or 
made greater use of the natural aids 
to concealment, ambush and escape. 

Fortunately for us that strategic 
hilltop stands almost in the middle 
of the country. No matter whether 
foxes break from Red Brush to the 
east, Osborn’s Knob to the north, the 
Dove country to the west or Bolin’s 
Thicket to the south they are more 
than likely to set their masks for the 
same hilltop. There are ridges and 
draws which connect all of these 
areas with the central point. Even 
a duill-witted human can appreciate 
the situation from a fox’s viewpoint. 


Close-up the point is nothing much 
Just a briar-grown patch of 
long, uncultivated land on the east- 
ern side of a hill. But it’s full of rab- 
bit trails through which a fox can 
slip while hounds blunder through 
the blackberry canes. It also is sur- 
rounded by grazing land with plenty 
of sheep and cattle to foil a line.

Blenheim, Bahram And 
Mahmoud To U. S. A. Make 


Jersey Act More Ridiculous 
By J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 

Although it is certain that from 
time to time the whole world will 
have to come to Great Britain for 
bloodstock, it is obvious that Ameri- 
ca is to increasingly enter into com- 
petition with this country as a pro- 
ducer of thoroughbreds. In recent 
years both France and U. S. A. have 
by judicious selection and generous 
expenditure of money in Great Brit- 
ain, secured some of the best blood, 
and have conclusively proved that 
England and Eire are not alone able 
to breed first class racehorses. But 
for the war we should have found 
that French bred and trained horses 
would have carried off an increasing 
number of our important’ races. 
Probably, however, breeding and rac- 


ing have received a set back in 


France from which it will take many 
years to recover. With the U. S. A., 
however, it is otherwise and the 
studs of breeders there have recently 
increased in importance by the pur- 
chase of Blenheim, unbeaten Bahram 
and the 1936 Derby winner Mah- 
moud. For the latter the price of 
20,000 guineas was paid, which is 
additional proof of the determination 
of those in the States to have the 
best, no matter what the cost may be 
and to make more ridiculous than it 
has already become for the ‘Jersey 
Act’ to close the General Stud Book 
to certain American bred bloodstock 
of proved merit. 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of great Britain there is no place 
richer in sporting associations than 
Catterick, on whose racecourse we 
are to meet again on November 9th 
At the meeting there the other day 
there were 89 runners—not bad con- 
sidering the difficulty of transport 
and the much reduced number of 
horses in training. Never was I more 
convineed of the value to the nation 
of sport under existing conditions 
The crowd went away cheered and 
obviously with a happier outlook on 
life, no matter whether they had won 
or lost. Racing men, hunting men 
and the army gathered in full force 
to enjoy each other's society and to 
find welcome relaxation from war 
anxiety amid congenial surroundings 
Even the clamour of the ring (from 
which the voice of ‘Butcher Frank’ 
is now alas, missing) was music com- 
pared with sirens. As at Thirsk, the 
Chief Constable of the North Riding 
(who was present with watchful eye) 
had issued detailed instructions, 
which were printed on the race card, 
as to the course to be adopted should 
there be an air raid, or even a warn- 
ing that enemy ‘planes were about. 

As I hinted here some time ago 
the flat racing season has been ex- 
tended to December 7th in Ireland 
and England beyond the Manchester 
November Handicap meeting, and be- 
fore racing began at Catterick, Brig.- 
Gen. Sir Loftus Bates, clerk of the 
course, and I lunched together in the 
Stewards’ room and discussed the 
new fixture granted to Thirsk. This 
takes place November 23rd and a

£1000 event for three-year-olds is in- 
cluded in the programme. Sir Lof- 
tus was racking his brains to find a 
suitable title for this race, and was 
anxious to embody the words ‘St. 
Leger’. En passant he mentioned 
that he knew well the last of the St. 
Leger family who died a few years 
ago. Sir Loftus remarked upon the 
tremendous increase in overhead 
charges of running a race meeting 
and mentioned that the cost of every- 
thing was more than double what it 
was when he came into racecourse 
management half a century ago. “It 
is a strange thing’’, he said, ‘that in 
all these increased costs, and the 
raising of fees of all race officials, 
jockeys alone receive no more.” He 
added “One day, I suppose, we will 
have a Jockeys’ Union and then their 
fees will go up and grievances be 
aired”. It always has seemed to me 
steeplechase jockeys should receive 
more than they do, their fees being 
the same as those who ride on the 
flat, but risks much greater and 
weather conditions much less pleas- 
ant. 

Speaking of jockeys, George Little- 
wood's small brother has now come 
into the game as an apprentice and 
had a ride or two at Catterick. He 
will make a jockey. At this meeting 
I came across Fred Croney, an ex- 
steeplechase jockey, who I had not 
seen for years. He was in uniform, 
told me he was through ‘the*Dun- 
kirk show’, was on his way to Lon- 
don to be demobolized and could not 
resist breaking his journey for a 
day's racing. He is meditating a 
‘come back to ‘chasing this season. 
He has chosen a bad time for it looks 
as though there will not be a great 
deal of jumping during this winter. 
Mr. Peter Vaux (one of our best am- 
ateur riders) approached me in the 
paddock to ask if it was not possible 
to arrange more jumping meetings in 
the north “They talk about the 
necessity of providing amusement for 
the troops in winter-—-why not give 
them the opportunity of seeing some 
steeplechasing?"’, he asked, adding 
“T find the men are all dead keen on 
racing even if they cannot get to 
meetings.”” Mr. Vaux told me that 
his training ground at Kirkbank, 
near Darlington, (where Lord George 
Dundas once trained) is ploughed 
out and that it will be years before 
it can again be made into gallops. 
Owing to his military duties Mr. 
Vaux is unable to superintend the 
work of his little stable and so has 
sent two or three jumpers to Pea- 
cock. 

Just after I had assured him that 
if jumping dates were offered they 
would be accepted, Mr. Harry Mar- 
shall, who owns and trains a few 
jumpers near Catterick told Sir Lof- 
tus Bates and myself that his charge 
was nil for the use of some sixteen 
boxes occupied by runners at Catter- 
ick races. He had heard of the diffi- 
culties in connection with the use of 
the racecourse stabling and so, to 
help racing, had given free use of 
his yard, of which Matt Peacock and 
others had gladly availed themselves 
It is very rarely that anyone (except 
Stewards) do anything for nothing 
to help racing, so that this action by 
Mr. Marshall was as unusual as it 
was appreciated. To help hunting 
and other forms of sport, many can 
be found who are quite willing to 
give their time and money, but not 
to racing. 

Some well-known Turfites dragged 
me into a discussion at Catterick as 
to the heaviest weight ever carried 
by a racehorse. This was to settle a 
bet that the match in which the late 
Sir John Astley ("The Mate’) at New- 
market carried 16st 6lbs (stone is 
14 lbs) when riding bis horse Drum-

head against Mr. Caledon Alexander 
(16st) was a record. This is not the 
case, although those who were argu- 
ing would not believe that racehorses 
at York had carried 30sts. I have 
since verified my statement and find 
some additional data of interest. It 
is recorded in May 1775: 

A match was run from Beverley to 
York, for £25 a side, between a roan 
mare 5 y. 0. near 16 h high, and a 
bay mare, 8 y. 0. 14.3 h high. They 
carried 30 sts, being each rode by 
two men on a long saddle... . They 
ran the ground, which is 31 miles, 
in 3 hrs. 20 mins., and the bay won 
by a length. How far this carrying 
such excessive weights for so many 
miles is consistent with the gener- 
osity of true sportsmen we leave to 
the determination of gentlemen of 
the Turf.” 

In (May 1788) there was another 
match with similar weights be- 
tween Mr. Maynard and Mr. Baker 
Baker, two famous northern Turfi- 
es and Nimrods, who rode their own 
horses at York Races.

MISS SLAMERKIN AND HER COLT FOALED 1743 CALLED OTHELLO OR 

BLACK AND ALL BLACK 

In 1755, a black horse named Othello, was imported by Benjamin Tasker, 
Jr. of Belair, Maryland (now the property of William Woodward, Chairman 
of the Jockey Club). He made the seasons of 1756-60 at Belair, of 1761-62 
at Brandon on the James River as the property of Nathaniel Harrison and 
of 1765-72 at Whitehall, Maryland as the property of Governor Horatio 
Sharpe. He was one of the foundation sires of the American thoroughbred. 
The first volume of the American Stud Book identifies this- horse as Lord 
Portmore’s Othello, the foal in the picture. Mr. Fairfax Harrison, however, 
believed that Tasker’s horse was Lord Kingston’s Othello, foaled 1746 (See 
Early American Turf Stock, Vol. II, P. 60). 

MARSKE

Original painting by Geo. Stubbs in the possession of Sir Walter Gilbey. 
Grey horse, 14 hands, foaled in 1760 by Cripple out of Miss Elliott, bred by 
Mr. Gideon Elliott, won twenty-seven out of thirty-five starts. In 1767 he 
was purchased by Count Lauraguais and taken to France in order to accept 
a wager that no horse could travel 22% miles an hour which he promptly 
won. Lady Sarah Bunbury the most beautiful woman in England wrote on 
July 12, 1765:——‘There was a meeting of two days at Newmarket to see 
the sweetest little horse run that ever was; his name is Gimcrack, he is de- 
lightful, Lord Rockingham, the Duke of Grafton and General Conway kissed 
hands the day Gimerack ran. I must say, I was more anxious about the horse 
than the ministry.”” In 1769 the Gimcrack Club was founded to keep his 
memory green and in England there is still run the Gimcrack Stakes the 
winner of which at the Gimcrack dinner, makes a speech on the general state 
of racing. 
LIFE OF A THOROUGHBRED 
The Cullen Arabian, a brown bay horse presented to the British Consul 
about 1745 by the Emperor of Morocco and brought over by Mr. Mosco from 
Constantine with the Mosco Grey Arabian. He was later sold to Lord Cullen. 
The General Stud Book calls him a Barb. 
MATCHEM BEATING TRAJAN 
At Newmarket, April 24th, 1756 each carrying 10 stone. By winning this 
match of 200 guineas a side Matchem became entitled to The Whip. The 
name of Matchem is used to designate one of the three tail male lines from 
which all modern thoroughbreds descend. Between 1764 and 1786 he got 
354 winners with an average total of over 6,569 pounds a year. In 1779 his 
get won 25,116 pounds, an extraordinary figure considering the small amount 
of purses in that day and compared to the 25,567 which put St. Simon at the 
head of the list in 1901.

HORSE OF THE YEAR 





Four weeks ago in this paper’s columns ‘Salvator’ discussed the prospects 
of the “horse of the year’ and stated: ‘“‘If the merit and the importance of 
his performances are to be the gauge, it must be Seabiscuit, though he was 
retired to the stud immediately after winning the Santa Anita Handicap last 
March.” Certainly, no horse on the flat tracks this year has since equalled 
the phenominal performance of Seabiscuit, who came from retirement and 
convalescence to beat the best in the richest stake in the world and set a 


record. But, as Salvator pointed out, there is no horse that has won con- 
sistently through the year. 

In the Morning Telegraph, of Tuesday, November 5, Robert Horwood writ- 
ing in “Turf in Review” stated: ‘Incidentally, we understand that *Cottes- 
more is Alfred Vanderbilt's nominee for ‘horse of the year”. 

In the New York Herald Tribune, of Wednesday, November 6, Murray 
Tynan suggested that *Cottesmore should be made the “horse of the year”, 
following his brilliant win in the Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase and that 
Pete Boswick, his owner-trainer should receive the recogntion as “‘trainer of 
the year’, for not only has he handled *Cottesmore through all his 6 straight 
wins this year, but also he succeeded with Nellie Bly on the flat among 
others and in between time plays high goal polo With this view The 


Chronicle heartily concurs 

George H. Bostwick purchased the 5-year-old son of Heverswood—Ruddy 
Dawn (an Inkerman mare) from Thomas Hitchcock last May. He has train- 
ed *Cottesmore himself and sent him out to six straight wins, of 2, 2% and 
3 miles over brush, winning in a ‘‘going away” fashion in three of these 
events, when top-flight ‘chaser competition was in nowise inconspicuous. 
The big bay has met the best and defeated them in decisive manner. Once 
he has been 2nd, finishing a length back of Ossabaw in the Corinthian 
Steeplechase in May at Belmont, the first time under Mr. Bostwick’s colors, 
when the time of 3:54 flat over sloppy turf was recorded. Since then he has 
given weight to win the Meadow Brook Steeplechase Handicap, on June 4 at 
Belmont, 214 miles, defeating Bagpipe, Ad Lib, Farndale and Good Chance. 
The North American Steeplechase Handicap, in August, of 2 miles, at Sara- 
toga, beating Farndale, *Bachelor Philip, *L’'Odeon, *Rioter and Night Heron; 
The Beverwyck Steeplechase at Saratoga, of 2 miles, defeating *Dolly’s Love 
while giving 22 pounds and Sussex, giving 23 pounds; The Grand National 
Steeplechase, of 3 miles, at Belmont, giving 15 pounds to *Dolly’s Love; 22 
pounds to Oneechee; 26 to Farragat; 16 to Red Rain; 22 to *Bachelor Philip; 
22 to Big Rebel; 10 to Mad Policy; 16 to Gay Charles and 13 to Straw Boss, 
and now the Temple Gwathmey. 

In the Grand National event, when he won the richest event of the steeple- 
chase division, worth $14,850, *Cottesmore bested a field of 10 of the coun- 
try’s finest ‘chasers, demonstrating ability to go a distance, give weight and 
display great heart and courage in his final drive. There is little doubt of 
the horse’s calibre as he has demonstrated, even to running over an up and 
down hill 1% mile course at Essex Hunt Meeting two weeks ago, to win a 
heat on the flat. This race Mr. Bostwick very sportingly used as a tightener 
for *Cottesmore’s Temple Gwathmey effort on Election Day, when again he 
met the cream of the speed horses over brush at United Hunts Belmont Park 


Meeting, and defeated them. 


*Cottesmore as a 4-year-old in 1939, won the Delaware Park, over 2 miles, 
and at Saratoga in The Sir Wooster and The Saratoga Steeplechase, in every 
case defeating Whaddon Chase, the leading money winner of 1939. The 
*Cottesmore choice for the “horse of the year” is based on a high class per- 
formance, against the very finest performer’s racing record of 7 starts, 6 wins, 
1 second this year, wherein he has won $27,440 and 1939 record showing 
of 11 starts, 4 wins, 2 seconds, 2 thirds and $8,890 in winnings, against the 
very finest steeplechase performers in America, totaling $36,330. 


Further, *Cottesmore raced the fleet pacemaking Ossabaw into submis- 
sion in the Temple Gwathmey before the latter fell, while the other champ- 
ion ’chaser Gay Charles was never up close enough to be considered a con- 
tender and went down through a mistake in jumping and the double handi- 
cap of being hindered slightly by the fallen Ossabaw's rider. In winning the 
Temple Gwathmey *Cottesmore quite definitely has won the award of the 
championship steeplechaser of 1940, despite what he does in his Manly 
Memorial effort slated for next Wednesday, November 13 at Pimlico. Regard- 
less of the outcome of this stake, *Cottesmore could quite easily be retired 
for the season and with great justification be elected to the intangible title 
of “the horse of the year’. He should run, and he probably will for Mr. 
3ostwick is a sporting trainer and owner and not one to quickly rest on his

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Foxhunting Notes 
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Two Means Of Combating 
Hookworm Important To 
Consider Until Freeze 


BY NEWBOLD ELY, M. F. H. 

Although hookworm is more dan- 
gerous in the spring and summer, it 
is nevertheless still a menace in the 
fall and is not immobilized until the 
ground freezes. [It is therefore a 
good thing to consider the two 
means of combating, etc. The first 
is periodic worming around three 
times a year. Hounds should be fed 
milk every day for a week before 
and a week after the worming,—a 
quart to each fifty pound hound. 
The reason for this is that carbon 
tetrachloride and carbon tetra@h- 
lorethylene( the two accepted drugs 
for hookworm) are both’ calcium 
depressors and toxic. The milk helps 
counteract this. Only the highest 
grade capsules should be used from 
a nationally known high grade drug 
house as many of the commercial 
products on the market do not con- 
tain chemically pure drugs and are 
actually, in many cases, mild forms 
of poison. In fact many hounds’ liv- 
ers are ruined for life by improper 
worming. 





Hounds should be starved for 24 
to 36 hours before the worming 
takes place and then fed an hour 
afterwards. No fats should be given 
for several days before or after, and 
the exercise should be mild as hook- 
worm is such a hell of a thing that 
to knock it out, it’s a case of fight- 
ing fire with fire and the drug leav- 
es them not feeling any too. spry. 
For this reason it is best to use a 
dose well below the maximum cal- 
culation allowed for the hound’s 
weight and repeat it in ten days. 
This procedure is much easier on 
the hound and just as, if not more, 
effective. 


The “hooks” of the worm are 
sunk in the intestinal tract where 
the worm sucks its daily quota of 
blood like a damnable vampire. 
These harpoons have to be loosened 
so it and the eggs are passed out, 
when sufficiently stupified by the 
drug in the worm capsule. 


Now we come to the two methods 
of killing the hookworm on the out- 
side. One is a blow torch and the 
other is salt. Disinfectants, no mat- 
ter how powerful, do not phase the 
hookworm which can actually enjoy 
life in a bath of hydrochloric acid. 

There are several blow torches 
made for killing weeds, etc., on the 
principle of the German flammen 
throwers. They burn kerosene and 
the only bother is getting them start- 
ed and keeping them going. The 
temperature of the flame is around 
2000 degrees F. 


The other weapon to fight the 


hookworm is salt. It should be used 
in a concentrated solution and the 
floor and runs liberally soaked. The 
salt dries up the armored shell of 
the hookworm egg just as the flame

burns it, and both finish it. Salt is 
perhaps more easily applied and in- 
volves no outlay for equipment, It’s 
only disadvantage is that where it 
can not soak in it leaves the floor 
damp until it dries out. We have, 
however, never found this any dis- 
advantage and feel that if hounds 
can walk around a bit in it and get 
their pads soaked, they are auto- 
matically killing the source of in- 
fection, which comes from hounds 
picking up the hookworm eggs on 
their feet from contaminated ground, 
then getting some in their food and 
then in their mouths. 

In spite of keeping large numbers 
of hounds together, we were quite 
gratified last week to have the sec- 
ond successive negative test for 
worms, the credit for which we give 
jointly to the excellent worm cap- 
sules and to the liberal use each day 
of salt.

Thursday was a foul day, not the 
weather, the hunting, though the 
weather did not please. ’Twas_ too 
warm and too muggy. This Pennsyl- 
vania weather goes on emotional 
jags. A snowstorm Saturday night 
too beautiful for words against the 
red and gold and russet background 
of October—and Thursday the ther- 
mometer at eighty! It was queer 
though that hounds uttered never a 
whisper as they drew through Mrs. 
Bodine’s, Dr. MHutchinson’s, Mr. 
Austin’s, Allen’s Hollow and Mc- 
Cullough’s Woods, for that terrain 
is full of foxes. The only explana- 
tion is that an outlaw pack running 
at night caused the foxes to go bag- 
ging off to sequestered spots for 
rest in day time. The Crow offered 
one bit of diversion—he seems bent 
on expressing his personality these 
days. We were off to one side as 
hounds drew a covert. I was watch- 
ing Singer at work, nose hopefully 
to the ground, when I became aware 
of a very strange sensation as if I 
were drifting silently down _ into 
quick sand. Had we been in Allen’s 
Hollow I'd have thought Pluto was 
opening the earth and snatching The 
Crow and me to do service down be- 
low with gloomy, horse-voiced Sty- 
gian hounds. But The Crow, feeling 
a bit bored, had merely decided to 
rollt As we reached the ground and 
I felt a Westward Ho motion, I 
jerked my right foot out of the stir- 
rups to step off and from under. But 
as IT pulled out my foot I must have 
kicked him. For, like a lamb, he re- 
versed motion and rose, not 80 
easily, however, as he sank down. 
If 1 had not speedily regained my 
stirrup, for he caught me off bal- 
ance on the upturn, I, instead of 
The Crow, would have been merrily 
rolling on the ground. On the way 
back to the Club, hounds uncovered 
a red that circled through the Build- 
ing lots before he went to hole, and 
thus kept off the record the black 
mark of a blank day. 

Saturday morning at eight o'clock 
at Thornton, a field of about sixteen 
followed Mr. Kerr and the _ bitch 
pack into Cheney Big Woods. 
Hounds quite promptly uncovered a 
red, but barely started when a collie 
of the Fords came rushing into the 
pack and put hounds cff the line. 
Maddening and disappointing. In 
Grevstone, hounds started a red that 
circled twice before he crossed the 
road into Log Cabin Woods and on 
into the Fawcett field. Here a check 
saddened our hopes of a straight 
fact run. In the next field, hounds 
picked up the line but from now on 
frequent checks indicated that scent 
was “catchy” and did not hold. 
Hounds worked beautifully. Helen 
did yeoman service and once, when 
hounds were in full cry across a 
field, I saw Harmony leading with 
her child, History close on her stern, 
like mother, like daughter! There 
was not much wind and that little 
from the west. The light rain on 
Friday was enough to take the brit- 
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tle dryness from ground and leaves. 
Scent should have been good. But it 
wasn’t. Why?? Again why, at 
eleven-thirty when hounds uncover- 
ed their third fox in Burnt Woods, 
was the story so different? For this 
time until nearly one o’clock hounds 
followed close on the line in swift 
going through the Ben Sharples and 
Mitchell properties, on to the Styer 
nurseries and through the nurseries 
and Clarence Fawceett’s. After an 
hour and twenty minutes of steady 
going every one had had enough,— 
hounds and hunters and horses. And 
so ’twas another day!” In this mat- 
ter of scent no one can answer the 
various whys. But sometimes I won- 
der if “‘scenting conditions” of wind 
and weather are as important as the 
personal equation of the individual 
fox! Maybe foxes are like humans 
and as different. Some like it hot— 
some like it cold! 

I am wrapping up this past week 
in lavendar and old lace and putting 
it in my memory book! For not 
again this year shall I go out four 
times a week with hounds. Like 
many others T have not been free 
from inner struggles. The result, 
more British relief and less fox 
hunting! Not that I love Caesar less, 
but Rome more! | sought to persuade 
myself that I'd be a better citizen if 
I kept constant close communion 
with field and streams and meadows 
and horses and hounds and foxes— 
when possible! But I recognize 
speciousness, even my own, when I 
hear it. Of course I could give up 
my husband and children and house- 
hold! They certainly take time I 
could spend on British relief and fox 
hunting. But people would talk! 
Why is life so full of choices? P.G.G.
